Theodore Brown, 40, who is director of education 
and research for the International Brotherhood of 
Sleeping Car Porters, will be appointed administra- 
tive assistant to AFL-CIO President George Meany, 
and will become the highest-ranking Negro on the 
union’s executive level. High labor sources in Wash- 
ington, who disclosed the appointment, said the Har- 
vard University Business School graduate will be as- 
signed duties in the AFL-CIO’s Civil Rights Commis- 
sion, but will also work in “non-Negro”’ areas of the 
big labor group at a salary of between $12, 000 and 
$15,000 a year. Brown, who began his 
career in the labor movement as a

Ala. White Man Indicted In Stoning Deatn Of Negro 

A 22-year-old Alabama white man, Doc Hill, was in- 
dicted for second degree murder in the fatal highway 
stoning death of L. C. Baldwin, 70-year-old Negro, on 
April 22 at Huntsville, Ala. Baldwin was killed by a large 
stone flung from a passing auto carrying five men as he 
led a cow along the highway. The car’s four other occu- 
pants are held as material witnesses. All five are free 
under bond. 


Homer Brown Ist Negro Common Pleas Judge In Pa. 

Judge Homer S. Brown of Allegheny County Court, was 
appointed Judge of Common Pleas Court 
in Pittsburgh, Pa., and became the first 
Negro to hold the position. Nationally- 
known as a Constitutional jurist, the 
Pittsburgher was named by Gov.

A disabled veteran won nomination for justice of the 
peace in Jacksonville, Fla., and became the first Negro in 
40 years to win a primary race for public office. Ernest 
D. Jackson, an attorney, polled 7,695 votes, to 6,056 for 
Sarah Bryan, who served for 22 years as the first woman 
elected to the office. 


Dynamite Blast Kills Florida Woman In Sleep 

A Daytona Beach, Fla., dynamiting, described by police 
as “something personal,” killed a 45-year-old woman and 
injured one of the seven other sleeping occupants of the 
home. Police said May Hester died when the blast turned 
her bedroom into rubble. “There appears to be no racial 
intent in this case,” said Police Chief H. Leroy Allen. 


Yesterday In Negro History 

June 1, 1921—Ralph W. Tyler, a newsman who 
served as U. S. Navy auditor during the Theodore 
Roosevelt administration and special correspondent 
with the 92nd Division in France during World War 
I, died at the age of 56 in Columbus, Ohio. 

June 1, 1952—Bamangwato tribesmen wounded 
three policemen and 12 civilians as they rioted 
against a ban on tribal gatherings in Serowe, Bechu- 
analand, Africa. The ban was imposed to suppress 
demonstrations for the return of Seretse Khama, 
tribal chieftain who was ex- 
iled to England because he 
married Ruth Williams, a 
white London stenog- 
rapher.

ONCE POLITICALLY ‘DEAD.’ 


When Theodore M. 
Berry balked in the 
Republican traces in 
1939 on a proposition 
he felt would rob 
Cincinnati Negroes of 
their voting power, 
his former comrades 
dried up his job as 
assistant prosecuting 
attorney, and drum- 
med him out of the 
Hamilton County ma- 
chine. 

But five years later, 
MAYOR TAFT Berry was back.

Cincinnati council session. set the GOP applecart 
by urging Negroes to vote against electing councilmen at 
large, then sat back while proportional representation 
rolled up its largest victory margin in three referendums. 

By 1953, when the GOP-appointed city manager resigned 
and left Cincinnati in a $614 million hole, Berry (the first 
poor man and first Negro to head the council’s Finance 
Committee) bucked the Republicans again. He pared city 
operational expenses and suggested and got a city earn- 
ings tax to wipe out the deficit. 

Today, Ted Berry, whom political wiseacres labeled 
“through” in the early 40’s, is Cincinnati’s first Negro 
vice-mayor. He heads for the third term the powerful 
Finance Committee, which rides herd on a $32 million 
budget; heads the Capital Improvements Committee 
(with a $151 million five-year plan for water, sewage,

airport, expressway, schools, streets, parks and play- 
grounds). 

In addition, he heads the Housing and Urban Renewal 
Committee, whose current $814 million project is clearing 
and rebuilding 473 acres of slums. 

Added responsibilities carry him to meetings of the 
Law Committee (he’s vice-chairman); Highways and 
Labor Committees, and to less frequent meetings of the 
Retirement Board. 

After averaging a speech a week, the remaining time 
he has is devoted to practicing law as senior member of 
the downtown firm of Berry, McCain, White and Posey; 
being a father to two daughters (Faith, 17, and Gail, 13), 
a son, Theodore, 13 months, and catching a fleeting 
moment with his wife, Johnnie, whom he married in 1938. 

Now a Democrat (he registered in 1950 because “a 
man should be identified with one party or another’’) 
Berry admits he has quieted down from the firebrand he 
was when as NAACP president he raised city chapter

ply was: “I’m reasonably intelligent, know my responsi- 
bilities, and I’ll pull my own oar.” 

With Cincinnati under a city manager form of govern- 
ment, the mayor’s post is chiefly ceremonial, but when- 
ever Charles Taft (younger brother of the late Sen. 
Robert Taft) is out of town or incapacitated, Berry, 50, 
takes up the gavel at council sessions, entertains visiting 
dignitaries, or rushes out of town on official junkets the 
mayor would ordinarily attend. 

But for his color, many concede Berry might be Cin- 
cinnati’s mayor today. Senior Charterite on council when 
Mayor Edward Waldvogel died in 1954, Berry was logical 
choice for the post, but was passed over. In 1955, Charles 
Taft was elected to council, then named mayor. 

Berry, in tears as the first Negro so honored, accepted 
Taft’s nomination and his subsequent election as vice- 
mayor. In the 1955 election, as in 1953, he had been the 
Charterite’s chief vote-getter. 
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Confidential: With torrid politicking just around the 
corner, Negro groups (A. Philip Randolph’s State of 
the Race, the Elks and AME churchmen) are avalanch- 
ing the White House for a chat with President Eisen- 
hower on civil rights. Don’t be surprised if aides limit 
such meetings to the GOP-slanted Elks and the 
churchmen ... Despite the hullabaloo over the nam- 
ing of Georgia Senator Walter George as NATO dele- 
gate, some White House advisors opposed the move. 
Reason: George will be a sitting duck for Communists 
because of his racial views .. . Of some 35 top-flight 
students who took the State Dept. foreign service 
exams in 15 Negro colleges, only three passed the writ- 
ten part and only one (who later turned down a job) 
the oral. Result: there will be no Negroes in the new 
batch of U. S. junior diplomats.

A Kansas City, Kas., woman who gave birth to a »aby 
six months ago complained to Kansas University Medical 
Center officials that she did not have the right child 
after claiming her attending physician told her she had 
given birth to a baby boy then told her three days later 
her baby was a girl. A center official admitted new in- 
terne handled the case, but denied the charge. 























Legless White Attacks Negro Hospital Patient 

A helpless Negro patient in the Contra Costa 
County Hospital in Martinez, Calif., was seriously 
injured after being stabbed in the stomach repeat- 
edly by a legless white patient who said the Negro’s 
moaning kept him awake. Investigating police said 
that shortly after 7 a.m., Homer Crow, a 71-year-old 
ex-plumber, shouted to Clyde Scott, a 3l-year-old 
palsy victim: “Shut up—you’ve kept me awake all 
night with your moaning.” When Scott allegedly 
cursed Crow, he lowered himself from his bed to his 
wheelchair, wheeled it to Scott’s bedside and started 
stabbing him. After an orderly separated the strug- 
gling men, Scott was rushed to surgery in critical

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THE TROUBLES OF HARRY BELAFONTE 


STARRING IN TOURING MUSICAL. 


In the quiet of a 
Chicago hotel suite 
last week, handsome, 
tense singer Harry 
Belafonte sat brood- 
ing. Star of a touring 
musical, Sing, Man, 
Sing, which had 
drawn 57 good notices 
out of 60 reviews, Bel- 
afonte was faced by 
the cold fact that 
while well-received 
in the theater, the 
interracial cast was 
having a rocky time 
of it outside. This was 
despite the fact the 
show had cancelled 
$96,000 worth of 
southern bookings 
to avoid unpleasant- 
ness. 

But after opening in 
fonte sows brotherhood, reaps bias. Cleveland to pleased 
critics on April 1 and picking up strong support in De- 
troit and St. Louis, the show steamed into Baltimore and 
trouble. When three white members of the cast arrived 
at the Stafford Hotel, where show producer-director-writer 
Jay Richard Kennedy had made reservations, they were 
promptly registered. Later, tawny-skinned Belafonte, lead- 
ing ladies Margaret Tynes and Mary Hinkson, Joe Boatner 
and two white cast members invaded the hotel and were 
told no reservations existed. In face of the obvious brush 
to Negro cast members, the troupe’s Art Dilks, white, 
snapped to a hotel official: “I hope you feel good in church 
on Sunday,” then added, “What do you people do in your 
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BELAFONTE FINDS BIAS RAMPANT 
spare time, plant poison ivy on Lincoln’s grave?” The cast 
then marched out—including the three who had already 
been registered—and the troupe was billeted at the Negro 
YWCA for the night. 

But the Baltimore incident was mild compared to 
troubles that developed in the nation’s capital. On open- 
ing day at Washington, D. C.’s, Constitution Hall where 
Sing, Man, Sing was to play, the cast was told that re- 
hearsal time, which normally had run them anywhere 
from nothing to $30 a day, would cost $50 an hour. The 
troupe rehearsed in a hotel suite. (Contralto Marian An- 
derson was once banned from the hall by its owners, the 
Daughters of the American Revolution, because of her 
race.) 

More troubles were to come. The day after the creation- 
brotherhood-themed musical opened, show boss Kennedy

Mixed Cast Target In Washington 


was informed that a police captain had telephoned terse 
advice. Said the captain: There had been objections to 
the show tune I Don’t Give A Damn If It’s Sinning, as 
well as to a “lot else” in the show. (The “lot else” ap- 
parently being the mixed singing and dancing.) If the 
song was not dropped, the show was likely to be closed 
and the cast arrested, Kennedy said he was advised. (The 
police captain later denied intimidating the show.) 

Kennedy withdrew the four-minute tune, and told why 
in a sharply-worded, 15-minute speech to the audience 
that night. The incident prompted an investigation by 
Cong. Charles C. Diggs Jr. of Michigan. 

Thus prejudice was becoming the show’s traveling com- 
panion by the time it rolled into Indiana’s Purdue Uni- 
versity for a one night stand. Shortly before beginning 
the first of two shows for the night, cast members visited 
The Tavern, a nearby off-campus food and drink spot. 
There the management refused to serve Negroes, where- 
upon everybody walked out, although they hadn’t eaten 
since noon. Later, between shows, a campus Official visited 
Belafonte backstage, informed him the troupe “had no 
business” at The Tavern. 

But things were not to end there. When the cast visited 
a second cafe shortly before leaving town at midnight, 
Negro members were once again banned. Hungry from 12 
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foodless hours and exhausted after giving two perform- 
ances, the troupe boarded the train, leaving two white 
members behind to bring food aboard. 

Since the troupe has traveled by bus as well as train 
during its tour, a good deal of the prejudice levelled 
against it has occurred at roadside inns and other out-of- 
town places, including one where, during a five-minute 
stop, Belafonte was refused even an ice cream cone. 


In the midst of such incidents, the Sing, Man, Sing 
cast has managed to make prejudice costly for some. At 
one restaurant, where the 27 white members of the 40- 
member troupe were served while the rest waited, a 
waitress explained bitterly, “I hate niggers!” She was 
left with 27 uneaten, unpaid-for orders which lost man- 
agement a pretty penny. 


On other occasions, when Kennedy was traveling with 
the troupe, everyone was served despite anti-Negro signs 
after cafe employees were simply overwhelmed by the 
authoritative sound of his 
voice. A bitter foe of prejudice 
and Belafonte’s partner, he 
accepts no compromising on 
racial equality. Nevertheless, 
Belafonte, as star of the show, 
bears the brunt of publicity 
when the show runs afoul of 
discrimination. In Chicago 
where all the towns’ news- 
paper drama critics found 
fault with Sing, Man, Sing 
(and one launched a vicious 
attack on Kennedy), Bela- 
fonte himself was praised. But 
it was perhaps Belafonte, who 
knows best the message of 
brotherhood that he and Ken- 
nedy are attempting to bring, 
who felt the slings and arrows 
most.
